Washington, May 31.—Japan's 
“solemn protest” against the exclu- 
sion section of the’ new immigration 
law was formally presented to Seec- 
retary Hughes today by Ambassador 
Hanihara and was made public at the 
state dejartment without comment. 

Coupled with the protest is the re- 
quest of the Japanese government 
that the American government “take 
all possible and suitable measures” 
for removal of “discrimination.” 
The communication declares inter- 
national discriminations are particu- 
“unwelcome” when “based = on 
race’ and adds that discrimination of 
that character is expressed in the ex- 
«clusion statute. 

Reject Old Agreement. 

The history of commercial azgree- 
ments between the two countries, it 
is declared, shows that the Japanese 
government has sought to protect its 
nationals from “discriminatory im. 
migration legislation in the United 
States” 
derstood and appreciated by the Aimer- 
ican government.” 

“The Japanese government desire 
now to point out,” says the note, 
“that the new legislation is in entire 
disregard of the syarit and circum- 
stances that underlie the conclusion 
of the treaty (1911).” 

It is added that the provisions of 
the new law “have made it impos- 
sible for Japanese to continue the 
undertakings assumed under the gen- 
tlemen’s agreement.” 


“The patient, loyal and 
lous observance by Japan for more 
than 16 years, of these self-denying 
regulations in the interest of. good re- 
lations between the two countries, 
now seems to have been wasted,” the 
protest continues.

FORD’S PROPONENTS 
WILL DEMA TEST 


Settlement of Shoals 
Problem, So Far as This 
Session Is Concerned, 
Seems Certain. 


Washington, May 31.—Opportunity 
for disposition of the Muscle Shoals 
issue by the senate will be given Mon- 
day when Chairman Norris, of the 
senate agriculture committee, will re- 


port the amended Norris bill, together 


with the majority report. . 

This. will give advocates of Henry. 
Ford’s bid for Muscle Shoals the long 
awaited chance to force a vote in the 
senate on Ford's offer and settle the 
Muscle Shoals question as far as this 
session of congress is concerned. The 
Ford bid leaders are prepared to press 
for a vote as early as possible. It is 
understood they plan to present a 
minority report, recommending pas- 
sage of the McKenzie bill, which au- 
thorizes acceptance of Ford’s offer. 

Will Force Vote. 

Proponents of Ford’s offer plan at 
all costs to force a yote in the senate 
before adjournment of congress. They 
will be supported in their effotts by 
other senators interested in farm 
legislation. Chairman Norris said he 
also would insist on a vote.on Muscle 
Shoals before adjournment, adding 
that he did not see how congress 
could adjourn at the end of next week 
without neglecting important legisla- 
tion. 

Senator Heflin; democrat, Alabama, 
who has been active in support of 
Ford’s offer, predicted a vote on Mus- 
cle Shoals by next Wednesday.

versity of Chicago. Loed was dis- 
tinguished as the yougrest graduate 
of the University of Michican when 
he received his A. B. degree at the 
age of 17.

Chicago, May 31.+—Youthful sons 
of two Chicago millionaires today con- 
fessed the k®#maping and slaying ten | 
days ago of Robert Franks, 13-year- 
old son of Jacob Franks, another mil- 
lionaire, according to State’s Attor- 
ney Crowe. 

The boys who confessed are Nathan 
Leopold, Jr., and Richard Loeb, both 
university students and both residing 
within a few blocks of the Franks 
home in a fashionable south-side resi- 
dé@ntial district. 

They kidnaped the boy as he walked 
home from echool, strangled ‘him in © 
their automobile, concealed his body 
and demanded a $10,000 ransom from 
the parents, according to Mr. Crowe. . 

A pair of spectacles led to their ar- 
rest, and the chance remark of a 
chauffeur resulted in their breakdown 
and confession when the authorities, 
after hours of questioning, weré vir- 
tually convinced the youths had es- 
tablished alibis and were considering 
releasing them. 

Motive Is Puzzle. 

Their motive was a puzzle, State's 
Attorney Crowe declaring they wanted 
excitement and the $10,000 ransom, 
while friends asserted they could not 
need the money and doubted the truth 
of the confession. Both youths havé 
records ag brilliant students, one being 
the youngest ever graduated from the 
literary college of a leading midwest- 
ern university, and other doing spe- 
cial work at.a university here. 

Leopold is the son of Nathan Leo- 
pold, Sr., wealthy paper box manu- 
facturer, and Loeb is the son of Al- 
bert Loeb, vice president of a Chi- 
cago mail order house. At one time, 
according to Mr. Crowe, the boys said 
they considered kidnaping a ‘relative 
of Julius Rosenwald, multimillionaire 
head of this mail order firm. 

Clears Up Mysterious Crime. 

The boys’ confession, the state’s at- 
torney believes, clears up one of the. 
most mysterious crimes*in Chicago's 
history. Robert Franks disappeared 
on the afternoon of May 21 as he was 
going from a private school to hig 
home, a few blocks distant. That night 
& man posing as “George Johnson” 
telephoned the boy’s mother that her 
son was being held for ransom. The 
next day the father received a letter 
demanding $10,000 for the boy’s re- 
lease and instructing him further or- 
ders would follow. In the afternoon 


came a telephone call to Franks from 
Johnson, instructing him to take the 
money, which he had ready, to a drug

Silver has been in use for counte 
less thousands of years. The beauty 
of this metal early attracted attené 
tion, and it is not wonderful that hw 
properties which rendered them sq 
available to the workman should have 
long been understood and appreci 
ated. Its malleability, ductility and 
brilliant polish have been known frong— 
time immemorial and it has been wor4 
shiped, honored and valued by every 
nation that has left any marks on the 
pages of history. It is no wonder that 
it hag been called, and that‘it really 
is, the “Queen of Metals.” 

There have been found silver trinke 
ets and vessels in eras before records! 
ed history. Silver objects and sile 
ver for decoration were found in King 
Tut’s tomb. Discoveries in the ane 


4 cient Ur of the Chaldees have just 
shown that the art of silversmithing 


was known in a civilization that ante< 
dated the Egyptian. The early books 


‘of the Bible indicate that many thoue 


sands of years before Christ gold- 
smiths and silversmiths existed and 
fashioned sacred vessels, ornament 
and rude utensils for the wealthy and 
noble of their time. We know that 
tabernacle ail the other sacred. 
structures were Nrichly embellished 
with. | 
Indicated Culture. : 

Down through the pages of Gree | 
and Roman history we find repeated 
reference to articles of Silver as indi¢ 
cative of the wealth, culture and pros¢ 
perity of the peoples, and antiques o 
the time show in substance the lové 
and craftsmanship which it merited, 

In both ancient-and modern times, 
the table has been the place for the 
most extensive use and display of sil- 

ver. Plates, dishes, bowls, cups, 
spoons and other articles have usual- 
ly found their best expression in gold 
or silver, and the great designers have 
devoted much of their time and skill 
to the pieces necessary for good liv- 
ing in-the older days, just as modern 
silversmiths are giving their best 
for the modern table. 

It is surprising’ to know how few 
articles were necessary at a dining ta-{ 
ble in the “good old times” of five or 
six hundred years ago. One of the 
most important articles, and practicale — 
ly the only one furnished by the host, 
was the salt, standing salt. This s 
a large object, sometimes two feet 
height, massive in weight, nearly al- 
ways of silver. These salts were used 
from the earliest times and, up to 
three hundred years ago, were covered, 
undoubtedly because of the universal 
fear of poison. You are familiar 
with the expression, “‘sitting above the 
salt.” It meant exactly that, for the 
salt placed upon the table denoted the 
dividing line of rank or importance, 
Those in the favor sat above, .the 
others below the salt. Until the satt 
was placed upon the table no one could 
tell what. his relative position would 
be. In some cases the guests might . 
be supplied with small trenches, called 
salt trenchers, into which salt was 
placed from the standing salt. Our 
individual salt cellars today are nothe- 
ing but the survival of the ancient 
custom. Hospitality in those days 
did not require the host to provide 
his guests with anything but food, 
Guests brought their eating utensils § 
with them—and they were extremely 
simple—a spoon, a .knife, possibly 
trencher or plate, and most imfortan 
of all, quick fingers and.streng hands, ° 
There was no question of washing 
dishes then—that unpleasant part of 
the housework was done by the guests, 
for each cleaned his utensils in his. 
own peculiar and individual way. , 

Simple in Old Days. 

The domestic economy of those days 
was extremely simple. Those who 
could afford to have silver, of course | 
had a silver spoon, and the salt and 
trenchers were of silver. The silv 
referred to in these times is what i 
today known as solid silver, or ster- 
ling silver. There was no such thing 
as an imitation - until about 1730. 
Solid silver in the home, 500 years 
ago, was just as much an evidencs 
of appreciation of the best as it is 
today. 

The host and a few of the great 
sat on chairs: the rest upon benches, 
or as they might b® able to provide 
for themselves. Sitting npon a chatr 
at meat, was an honor given only, to 
those who sat above the salt. In 
these dav of demotracy we ail sit 
on chairs. We have our individual 
silver. 5 | 

Even as late as Queen Elizabeth's 
time, the laying of the table in the 
homes.of the gentry was.a matter of 
some ceremony, requiring the placing 
of certain dishes in prescribed places 
by gentlemen armed with wands, with 
bowing and much kneeling, and the 
presence of certain attendants. 4 

With the growth of table mannera, 
came the modern hollowware, coffees, 
teas, sugars, creams, the vervtable 
dishes, ete. Candlesticks, of course, 
are very old, or before the days of 
oil, eandles were the only light known, 
And the candlestick, jn some form, was 
a necessity. 

Modern silver stamped “Sterling” 
means that the silver metal is 925- 
1000 pure silver and is governed by 
law. The other 75-1000 is copper, 
as it is necessary to use some alloy 
to harden the metal.

Protect People From Discrimination. 
“The foregoing history will show 
that throughout these negotiations one 
of the chi of preoccupations of the Jap- 
anese government was to protect its 
nationals from discriminatory immi- 
gration. legistation in _ the United 
States. That position of Japan was 
fully understood and appreciated by 
the American government, and it was 
with these considerations in view that 
the existing treaty was signed and the 
exchange of its ratifications effected. 
In this situation, while reserving for 
another oceason the presentation of 
the question of _ legal technicality, 
whether and how far the provisions 
of section 13 (C), of the immigration 
act of 1924 are inconsistent with the 
terms of the treaty of 1911, the Jap- 
anese government desires now to point!

As to Gentlemen's Agreement. 
“With regard to the socalled ‘gen- 
tlemen’s agreement,’ it will be recall- 
ed that it was designed, on the one 
hand, to meet the actual requirements 
of the situation as perceived by the 
American government, concerning 
Jayanese immigration, and, on the 
other, to provide against the possibie 
demand in the United States for a 
statutory exclusion which would of- 
fend the just susceptibilities of the 
Japanese peop ple. The arrangement 
came into foree in 1908, Its efficiency 
has been proved in fact. The figures 
given in the annual report of the 
United States commissioner general 
of immigration authoritatively shyw 
that during the 15 years from 1905 
to 1923, the excess, in number, of 
Japanese admitted to 
over those who depart- 
ed was no more than &,681 
' vether—including net only immigrants 
‘of the laboring class, but also 
chants, students and other nop-labor- 
iers and non-immigrants, the numberg 
‘which naturally inereased with the 
growth of. eommercial, intellectual 
and social relations between the two 
countries. If even so limited a num- 
ber should in any way be found em- 
barrassing to the United States, tbe 
Japanese government has already 
manifested its readiness to revise 
the existing arrangement with a view 
to further limitation of emigration. 


Friendly Cooperation Terminated. 


“Unfortunately, hawever, the swgep- 
Ing provisions of the new act, clearly 
indicative of discrimination against 
Japanese, have made it impossible for 
Japan to continue the undertakings 
assumed under the gentlemen's agree- 
ment. An understanding of friendly 
cooperation, reached after long and 
comprehensive discussions between the 
| Japanese and American governments, 
has thus been abruptly overthrown 
by legislative action on the part of 
the United States. The patient, loyal, 
and scrupulous observance by Japan 
for more than 16 years of these self- 
denving regulations, in the interest of 
'vood relations between the two coun- 
| tries, now seems ‘to have been wasted. 

“It is not denied that... fundamen- 
(tally speaking, it lies within the in- 
herent sovereign power of each state 
to Jimit and control immigration to 
‘its own domains, but when, in the 
| exercise of such right, an evident in- 
| justice is dope to a foreign nation in 
disregard of its proper self-respect or 
international understandings of ordi- 
nary rules of comity, the question 
necessarily assumes an aspect which 
justifies diplomatic discussion and ad- 
justment.

Dies as Protest. 

An unilentified Japanese today 
committed snicide im the street near 
the puins of the American embassy, 
destroyed in the earthquake and fire 
of last September, as a_ protest 
against enactment of the American 
immigration law excluding Japanese 
from the United States. 

The Japanese, who was apparent- 
ly -about 40. and was dressed in the 


| formal dress of a Japanese gentleman, , 
committed suicide with a short sword 
in the fashion prescribed by ancient 


custom. — 

Two letters were found on the 
body, one addressed to the American 
people and one to: the Japanese peo- 
ple. The police retained the letters 
without revealing their contents, but 
it is understood the one addressed to 
America condemned exclusion, in bit- 
ter terms. That addressed to the 
Japanese people, ee said, urged the 
nation to rise avenge the insult 
embodied i: ‘he action of America. 
The incident has created a sensation 
in Tokio despite efforts of the police 
to suppress details. 

Papers Fan Resentment. 

The majority of the newspapers 
continue to fan the flame of. resent- 
ment.

tween Athens and Augusta, are talk- 
ing and thinking of nothing but paved 
roads for Georgia. 

They—and all the rest of us— 
thought that we had a fairly service- 
able collection of highways, until the 
rains came and taught us. by bitter 
experience, that we haven't. 

Traps for Unwary. 

The trouble is not that we haven’t 
as many miles of concrete paved high- 
ways as we have believed. We have 
’em, exact to a mile as we have been 


| told, but under the county unit system 
'of road building, the good pieces of 
‘road aye separated by stretches of 
' dirt roads that, under the rains of last 


week, have become nothing but mud 
tracks, traps for the unwary motorist. 

Take the Macon-Atlanta road, for 
an example. When the projects for 
concrete paving to be built this year 
are complete, there will be 41 miles 
of concrete and 53 miles of dirt road 
between these two important cities. 
But these 41 miles of concrete paving 
are not continuous. You don’t have 
the privilege of a 41-mile stretch with- 
out worry. Instead you leave Atlanta 
and ride on a boulevard until vou hit 
Jonesboro, county seat of Clayton. 
From that point to the Clayton-Spald- 
ing county line it is dirt. Or, if you 
travel it after a rain. it’s mud. 
Through Spalding you ride again on a 
magnificent concrete paved highway. 
But you pass through Lamar and 
Monroe—more dirt or mud _ roads. 
Hitting the Bibb county line, it is 
again concrete and a pleasure to ride 
over right into Macon. 

This “spotty” condition detracts 
largely from the advantage of what 
paved roads Georgia boasts, and for 
the troubles and tribulations of the 
mud, one forgets the delights of the 
concrete. 

State System Needed. 

All of which means that the coun- 
ty unit system is not the correct 
idea in road building. It will have to 
be on a singie state unit, putting 
through the great causeways cf 
travel from one end of Georgia to 
the other, that our roads are even- 
tually built, if they are to serve the 
purpose for which they are intended.

The writer has been assured that 
second choice of most of the McAdoo 
delegates from Georgia is Ralston, and 
has also been assured that some of 
the McAdoo’ delegates from Texas 
have Ralston in mind as their second 
choice. Other McAdoo delegates else- 
where have Ralston as their second 
choice. The McAdoo leaders would 
probably have little difficulty in de- 
livering a good deal of their strength 
to Ralston if they chose to*do so. And, 
as I have already said, the Smith 
people would probably be willing to 
accept Ralston as a compromise, if 
Ralston’s leader,.Taggart, would as- 
sure them that Ralston, if he were 
president, would ‘“‘act regular” in the 
matter of patronage, and would 
otherwise be loyal to the democratic 
organization in New York, Chicago 
and elsew 

One other reason for the common 
talk of Ralston as the compromise 1s 
the familiar geographical one. Ral- 
ston is put forward this year on the 
same ground that Cox and Harding 
were put forward in 1920, namely, 
that he comes from a big and doubtful 
state, important to carry in the elec- 
tion. This theory is, in short, that 
Ralston would assure Indiana: to the 
democrats, 

The considerations stated above are 
the reasons why Ralston has generally 
been looked upon as the most likely 
compromise. 

Doesn't Want Office. 

But as against. all this there has 
arisen lately a good deal of doubt 
among democratic leaders as_ to 
whether it is wise to name [alston. 
Many of the leaders have come to 
Washington to look Ralston over. 
They discover that Ralston really does 
not want the office, that he would 
accept the-nomination, but would do 
so with something like dismay. They 
find that Ralston likes his comfortable 
position as senator, in which his term 
lasts for more than four years yet, 
and that he is loath to give it up for 
the cruelly hard business of running 
for the presidency, and the even more 
eruelly tee business of being presi- 
dent. Ralston is 67, and both his 
age and his temperament cause him 
to incline strongly against being the 
democratic candidate for the presi- 
decy, unless it is thrust upon him. 
(Commonly, when a man takes this 
pose about the presidency, it is bunk, 
but Ralston has really succeeded in 
making the democratic leaders under- 
stand that in his case it is sincere.)

for it. 

While Poincare was premier, hovw-

Shot at T ybee 
By Night Clerk 


Savannah, Ga., May 31.—A. Lamar 
Poindexter, proprietor of Hotel Tybee, 


is in a local nospitai in a serious con- 
dition as the result of a wound from 
a revolver fired by Bernard H. Rawls. 
night ¢lerk at the hotel, this morning 
at 9:30 o’clock. Rawls was taken in 
eustody after the shooting by J. L. 
Hildreth, of the Tybee police, and 
later in the day was brotight-to the 
county jail. 

The bullet, one of two fired, struck 
Poindexter in the abdomen, inflicting 
a painful and dangerous wound. At 
the hospital tonight it was said his 
condition is favorable, barring com- 
plications. He was first given medical 
attention at Fort Screven hospital 
while arrangements were in progress 
ior transferring him to a lpcal hos- 
pital, ! . 
The shooting occurred in the cigar 
and soft drink room adjoining the 
lobby and just across the hallway 
from the hotel office. The lobby was 
crowded ‘with members of the Georgia 
Bar association who were assembling 
to leave for the pavilion for the clos- 
ing session of their convention, When 
theh shots were fired. Those who 
heard the reports at first paid little 
attention, supposing they were caused 
by automobile backfires. 

Claude Hallman, clerk behind the 
soft drink counter, was the eye wit- 
ness and he was powerless to inter- 
fere as the argument between the 
men so quickly developed into a fight. 
Hall said the trouble followed the dis- 
missal of Rawls by the hotel mana- 
ger, giving him five days notice.

He first suggested an exhibition for 
Atlanta in New York. The building 
of the Biltmore provided an ideal 
setting for such a collection, ,and he 
quickly enlisted the interest and won 
the hearty cooperation of the owners 
of the great hostelry.

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Silliminite Discovery 


Boon to Auto Owners

California, land of sunshine, gold, 
oil and bathing girls, lays claim to 
another distinction due to a recent 
discovery in the White mountains of 
the Inyo range, of an unexhaustible 
supply of a wonderful rare new min- 
eral known as sillimanite, which is 


—vontributing in a remarkable degree 


to making automobile engines  per- 
form better. 

While science is responsible for the 
discovery, back of the find is a story 
almost as romantie as the search of 
the alchemists of old for the philoso- 
her's stone, with which base metals 
could be changed into gold. 

The discovery of sillimanite was not 
the result of chance—of a wandering 
prospector coming onto unsuspected 
riches, but rather the result of cold- 
ealeulating science, aided by anh in- 
Jomitable will that had torn the word 
“failure” out of the book many years 
ago. 

Discovered in 1920, 

The achievement stands out as one 
of the greatest contributions made to 
the age-old ceramic art. 

Sillimanite, as this , mineral 
known, was first discovered in com- 
mereia] quantities by Dr. J. A. Jef- 
fery, a native of San Francisco, and a 
recognized international authority on 
ceramics, on August 29, 1920, in the 
White mountains of the Inyo range, 
near the California-Nevada line, and 
today thousands of tons of sillimanite 
are doing their part in automobile 
operation, 

For a number of years Dr. Jeffery 
had been engaged in the development 
and improvement of porcelain for use 


is 


a3 an insulator in spark plugs, etc., 
and in the course of hundreds of ex- 
periments that he conducted in De- 


troit he came to realize that a better 
spurk plug core than had ever been 
made befure could be made by the a+ 
plication of tremendous heat to the 
clay mixture used. 

Laboratory Tests Made. 
porcelain clays to 
very high temperatures, the resuits 
showed traces of a new crystalline 
substance of great toughness, and infi- 
nitely superior to the best porcelain 
in use as a non-conductor of electrici- 
ty and in resistence ot wear. 


In subjecting 


Ile immediately began to experi- 
ment further in the laboratory, using 
still higher temperatures. In_ these 


tests he subjected porcelain clays to 
temperatures of from’ 2,600 to 2,<00 
dJegrees Fahrenheit, the greatest heat 


that man has yet been able to use 
successfully in the ceramic art. 
The product was better than any- 


thing ever previously found or made, 
but it was very costly to produce and 
still did not measure up to what Dr. 
Jeffery believed could be accomjdished 


with still greater heats. But he had 
already run the entire range of 


laboratory possibilities. 

He realized that an attack on the 
problem from other angles would be 
necessary if it was to be solved. 

Natural Deposits Found. 

Thousands of years ago nature had 
lone things that man, confined. to 
meager human limitations, will never 
be able to duplicate. 

Dr. Jeffery’s long studies into cer- 
ies convinced him that nature had 
probably already accomplished, by vol- 
‘nic action, what he was endeavor- 
in-

ing to obtain from that vastly 
ferior place—man's laboratory. 

Here began an effort to locate un 
entirely new and unknown product, 
though one he believed existed some- 
where in the earth. Naturally, he 
knew that the substance would be 
found -only in volcanic regions, bhe- 


cause great heat was essential to pro- 
duce it, but that was all. Yet. with- 


— 


in two years he had located what is 
known to be an inexhaustible supply. 

His first step was to write to prac- 
tically every large university, college, 
school of mines and collector of min- 
erals in the United States and other 
countries, to ascertain if any of them 
had in their colections a rock com- 
posed of equal parts of aluminum and 
silica. 

Ordinary porcelain clays contain 
twice as much silica as aluminum. 

Just one collector, a small estab- 
lishment in New York state, could 
give him any. assistance. 

Even the United States government 
was unable fo be of help. 

The. specimen sent, a heavy, dull, 
rose-colored rock, was obtained by the 
collector in South Dakota. Dr. Jef- 
fery hastened there and found a few 


more of these rocks, vut the supply 
Was So limited that for commercial 
purposes it Was entirely out of the 


question. He returned to Detroit ais- 
appointed, but‘determined to carry on 
his pursuit in his home state of Calli- 
fornia during his vacation the follow- 
ing year. 

Scientists Skeptical. 

The geologists shook their heads. 
Despite the South Dakota specimens 
they doubted whether any such rock 
as he had could be found in any quan- 
tity. <All this did not deter Dr. Jef- 
fery. He thoroughly believed that 


somewhere in the mountains of the 


state Was the exact material he want- 
ed. 

Something he had read in a neglect- 
ed old geological bulletin caused him 
to. set out for the White mountains, 
near the Nevada line. 

Hie learned that rocks, similar’ in 
aypearance to the tiny South Dakota 
specimen he’-carried, had been seen 
there. Days after he had entered the 
mountain fastnesses alone, he found 
an impure mineral containing andalu- 
site, with properties similar to those 
he sought. Gathering several speci- 
mens he hastily. returned to Detroit 
to make tests of the mineral. It 
proved, however, to be valueless. 

He was keenly disappointed again, 
but his determination was in no sense 
lessened. . 

In the spring of. 1920 he was back 
and, with Lewis B. Perry, a ranch 
owner of that vicinity, he emmediately 
went into the same mountains again. 
Many rocks similar in appearan¢e to 
the South Dakota specimen he car- 
rie] were found, but they were not 
sillimyanite. 

As the days passed their food and 
water dwindled. On June 30, 1920, 
the last day they could remain in the 


region without inviting starvation, 
Dr. Jeffery stumbled and fell into a 
mountain ravine over a large rock. 
Inspection showed it to have the 
properties he sought. <A hurried in- 
spection of the immediate vicinity 
failed to disclose any further speci- 


mens, and they wete foyred to make 
a trip to the nearest t@wn for sup- 
plies, 

Hurryving back to the ravine where 
the first rock was found they set to 
work to “find the place where that 
rock had come from, as it was evident 
that it was a piece of “float”? washed 
down during some torrential rain. 

Fach canyon and ravine in the vi- 
cinity was carefully prospected, but to 
no avail until early in the afternoon 
of August 29, in a deep ravine far 
up on the side of White mountain, a 
white scar was sighed, high up on 
the fact of a steep cliff. Beneath this 


scar were other rocks similar to the 
first one found. and a_ hazardous 
climb disclosed the fact that the scar 


was an outcrop of a vast.deposit of 
this exceedingly rare mineral. 
Mining claims were’ immedi..tely 
filed, covering the entire deposit, and 
within a short time a trail was built

As a striking example of such de- 
velopment the increase of inotor cars 
on Long Island 17 the suburban area 
otf New York might be pointed out. 
This community has been entirely de- 
veloped by one railway system and 
the motor car. In 1917 there were 
11,829 motor cars registered in this 
community. In 1923 there were 51,-: 
73 motor cars registered. The num- 
ber of dwellings increased in the 
same period from 3,863 to 31,699.

This is just another development of 
our mode of living, brought about 
by the motor car, and so. quietly that 
we scarcely notice it.

Too Much Rent 


BY GEORGE W. GRAY ~° 


An engipeer in a big New York city 


yeoncern was telling me the other day 


how he cut the rent $52,200 a year 

He did it by economizing space. The 
concern is big and occupies several 
floors. of a high office building in low- 
er New York. The company contem- 
plated moving to another building in 
the same neighborhood, and the man- 


agement had estimated that in the new’ 


building it would require five floors. 
But the engineer believed that the 
move offered a good opportunity to 
standardize the desks and other equip- 
ment, and besides to arrange the of- 


‘fices in a layout that would conserve 
' space and eliminate waste motion. As 
'a result of his careful preliminary sur- 


vey and the resulting scientifie ar- 
rangement, the concern was enabled 
to get into four floors instead of five. 
It saved 8,700 square feet of space; 
or, figured annually and on the basis 
of dollars and cents, $52,200. 

“It was the same as a 20 per cent 
reduction in our rent,” said the engi- 
neer, “for we have the same depart- 
ments, the same facilities, everything 
except the same wasteful spread of floor 
space. Not only that, but the more 
coinpact and orderly arrangement of 
departments distinctt¥ facilitates work, 
and many intangible savings have re- 
sulted. But the 20 per cent reduc- 
tion in rent is not intangible. It is 
so much actual money in our treas- 
ury.” 

1 wonder if there are not other 
conerns that in the same way could 
reduce their rent. Of course, in the 
lower end of Manhattan Island, where 
rentals are the highest in the world. 
any saving quickly mounts un _ into 
money. But one doesn't have to wait 
until a saving gets into four or five 
figures to make it worth while. A 
few cents nipped off the cost of a 
product is the occasion for much re- 
joicing among the management. Why 
not a few dollars nipped off the rent 
bill? Moreover, a little saving often 
opens the way to a larger one, und a 
plan adopted to save a few dollars in 
rent may turn out to be even more 
profitable in its economy of labor, su- 
pervision and other overhead. 

Thus, in a city department . ore in 
the east, it was necessary to move an 
accounting department. 
needed for one of the store's selling 
departments, The only room: availa- 
ble for the accounting department was 
one of smaller floor area. By mea- 
surements the management found 
that it would be impossible to squeeze 
the department's 6-foot desks into the 
smaller room. The desks could not 


each bookkeeper used 
five ledgers; to spread them out and 
work on them, he needed plenty of 
room. But how about the ledgers 
themselves ? Investigation revealed 
that they were the space wasters. 
Their pages were too big, both too wide 
and too long: it was a rare page that 
ever was filled. So the management 
ted a smaller ledger. Thanks to 
the change, the 6-foot desks were no 
longer necessary; smaller ones were 
substituted: and the department easi- 
ly moved into the assigned room. Nor 
was this all: the smaller ledgers were 
less expensive and required less stor- 
age space. Moreover they were light- 
er and easier to handle, 

A big, national concern that. has 
headquarters in New York occupied 
ten floors of an uptown office bunld- 


ing. The management felt there was 


Its space was} 


a need of closer co-ordination between 
departments; and to effect this co-or- 
dination, the management studied the 
arrangement of the different offices, 
and it studied, also, the flow of work 
through them, and from one depart- 
ment to the other. Asa result of the 
findings, the departments were rear- 


ranged in a more direct line of rou-. 


tine. The effect was not only to ac- 
celerate the progress of work and to 
eliminate some of the duplicate effort 
and its corresponding dead woed on 
the pay roll, but to render unneces- 
sary two floors of office space. In 
rent alone the saving amounted to 
more than $20,000 a year. 

More economieal spacing of ma- 
chinery and arrangément of offices and 
stockrooms in a Buffalo fectory re- 
sulted in setting free floor space val- 
ued at $5, a year, which was thus 
made available for a projected expan- 
sion of the production departments. 

In another instance, a manufactur- 
ing company that was planning te 
build an addition to house its offices 
was constrained to analyze its layout 
and arrange it systematically. The 
outcome was highly advantageous; the 
old office quarters, with some addition- 
al: space gained from the plant by bet- 
ter arrangement of its departments, 
were found sufficient to care for the 
company’s needs for several years. 

Sometimes the simplest things hold 
the key to big reforms. Thus, in one 
company, the manager discovered quite 
by accident that the general files were 
clogged with circulars, out-of-date 
catalogs, and other printed matter of 
no earthly value to the company. ‘There 
were whole cubie vards of useless car- 
bon copies—-copies of “thank-you” 
letters, acknowledgments of payments, 
and the like. When the useless stuff 
had been eliminated—-and sold for a 
sum to the junk man—the files occu- 
pied 25 per cent less space than théy 
did before, and there was a corre- 
sponding reduction in filing equip- 
ment and filing work. 

This chance discovery led the ex- 
ecutive to investigate other features. 
He found over-large desks that oceu- 
pied more space than they were en- 
titled to. He found extra fiting cab- 
inets strewn all through the offices 
—jt seemed that every desk had one or 
two—containing duplicates ef much of 
the material that he had junked in the 
files. He found extra tables gather- 


ing rubbish, extra drawers that were | 


serving no purpose that the waste has- 
‘ket could not serve; telephone stands 
where the telephone could just as well 
rest on the desk, and other extra fur- 
niture. When all these’ extras had 
been scrapped, the office drew togeth- 
er into a more compact organization, 
and some 380 square feet of space was 
released for more profitable use. 
Whether rents will ever get back to 
pre-war levels or not is a question 
that most real estate authorities an- 
swer with a “no.” Whether rents 
come down or not, here is a practica! 
possibility of rent reduction. Cut out 
the waste space. Profits today in

Increase of 12 Per Gent 
Noted in April Sales; 
Building Permits Grow 


Bank Savings for District 
Show Good Increase 
Over Last Year, Says 
Reserve Report. | 


Although general conditions in the 
sixth federal reserve district have 
not changed materially during the 
past month, retail trade in April was 
better than in any preceding month 
this year, according to the monthly 
business review issued by the Atlan- 
ta Federal] Reserve bank, which was 


made public today. 

Retail sales during’ the 
showed an increase of twelve (12) 
per cent over that of March, and 
seven and four-tenths (7.4) per cent in- 
crease over the corresponding month 
of last year, the review showed. In- 
creased sales were reported from all 
reporting cities in the district. 

Building permits issued in April 
at twenty (20) reporting cities of 
the district aggregated $11,505,575, 
being second only to the total of $12,- 
760,848 for April of last year, the 
“highest point for which figures are 
available,’ jt was stated. 

Savings deposits, the review 
continue to show small increase 
month, and the end of April 
eight and six-tenths (8.6) per 
larger than a year ago. 

Pig iron production in the United 
States declined from 3,466,086 tons 
in March to 3,233,420 tons in April, 
while in Alabama the output declin- 
ed from 231,817 tons in March to 
"30.548 tons in April, it was re- 
ported. 

While substantial gains were re- 
ported in retail sales, wholesale trade 
did not show up so favorably, the 
volume of trade in April falling short 
of that of Mareh, it was. stated. 
Tnfavorable waather was given as 
being partly responsible for the de- 
cline. Of the eight (8) lines report- 
ing, hardwagye was the only one show- 
‘ing increased sales over March, How- 
ever, the decrease in some of the 
remaining lines was slight, the re- 
view atated. 

As to agricultural conditions, the 
report said: ‘“Fhere has been some 
warm, dry weather and farmers have 
taken advantage of it to the fullest 
extent, but there was enough wet 
weather during April and early May

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TONE REACTIONARY 
IN STOCK MARKEI 


New York, May 31.—Stock and bond 
prices manifested a reactlonary trenu 
ii this week’s abbreviated markets. 
Tradipg was extremely dull, the aver- 
age day's sales being about one-half 
million shares. This was widely at- 
tributed to speculative uncertainty 
vver the ultimate outcome pending 
legislation. 

Kailroaud earnings statements for 
Apri, which made their appearance in 
lirge numbers this week, generally 
compared unfavorably with those for 
the same month last year. This was 
particularly true in the case of St. 
t'aul, which showed a deficit in net 
operating income of nearly $700,000 
last month, as compared with net op- 
erating income of $1,066,294 m April, 
1923. Large reductions in net were 
reported by the New York Central, 
Pennsylvania and some of the other 
large systems. 

St. Paul broke to new low lIevels 
for the year following publication of 
the monthly figures, but made partial 
recovery of their loss later in the 
week. Heaviness also was noted in a 
rumber of other railroad issues, which 
previously had showed independent 
strength. 

Steel shorts sagged on reports of a 
further curtailment of production. 
Bad weather throughout the east is 
solid by leaders of the industry to 
hveve delayed important construction. 
Reduction of the Mother Lode dividend 
again called attention to the unsatia- 
factory condition of the copper indus- 
try with the red metal selling below 
13 cents a pound. 

Establishment of new low prices 
for the year by raw sugar and raw 
sil’: during the week naturally brought 
about some selling of those shares, 
The silk issues made good recovery on 
reports that some of the largest man- 
ufacturers had liquidated their high- 
priced silks and were taking advan- 
tage of the low commodity prices- Mo- 
tors and rubbers sustained periods of 
heaviness on rumors that current sales 
were running below last year and 
that some of the large manufacttrers 
were considering either price cuts or a 
curtailment in production. 

Further expansion in gasoline pro- 
cuction and stocks on hand had a 
eepressing effect on the oii shares, 
selling of which also was influenced 
ne unconfirmed rumors of further 
price cuts in the Midcontinent field. 

Monev rates were relatively easy at 
the beginning of the week. stiffened 
liter on withdrawal of funds in an- 
ticipation of month-end requirements, 
but based again towards the close of 
the week on indications that the drain 
on banks would be less than ex- 
pected.

New York, May 31.—There has 
been more active buying in unfinish- 
ed cotton goods, conducted in part by 
two syndicates interested in raw cot- 
ton. It is estimated that they had 
bought up over 150,000. pieces of

print cloths in the past ten days, on/ 


the theory that the goods are’ cheap 
and that cotton will not be low 


‘enough to affect the values much be- 
\fore the first of next October, Some 


of the regular users of gray goods 
bought moderately for June delivery, 
and in some instances, on contracts 
extending through August. Wash fab- 
rics have remained unusually quiet 
although sacrifices of ,wice are being 
made a clean'up the balance of styled 
lines. Ginghams, percales, and bleach- 
ed cottons have sold moderately. 

This week marks the close of the 
first half year for many wholesalers 
and it is expected that more general 
buying for fall will soon start. Heavy 
cotton goods and yarns have ruled 
without much change in the volume of 
demand. Less is heard in the primary 
markets of values being too high, yet 
buyers are still inclined to postpone 
future operations until the cotten re- 
ports begin to come to hand, and more 
is known of the growing crop 

Curtailment of production has ex- 
tended considerably and now amounts 
to more than a fifth ef the capacity 
of the mills. Knit underwear has 
shown no improvement, the unseason- 
able weather delaying distribution for 
consumption materially. Colored cot- 
ton goods continue very quiet. Im- 
ports are still large while exports ara 
less than a year ago.

St. Paul Earnings Statement 
Shock to Security Holders 


BY R. L. BARNUM. 
New York, May 31.—This week's 
advance installment of Aprii earnings 
statements of the railroads made hold- 


ers of railway securities realize that 
a change has suddenly occurred in the 


position of the country’s transporta- 
tion industry. Weakness in indus- 
trials and strength in rails was one 
of the striking features of the decline 
in the average price of fifty repre- 
sentative stocks, half rails and half 
industrials, which ran from early in 
February until very recently. ‘This 
was due to the fact that long after 
most basic industries began to show 
unmistakable signs of slowing down 


j the volume of traffic handled by the 


egrriers remained large, despite a 
slight downward trend in recent weeks 
in the weekly freight car loadings. 
But early this week, holders of rail- 
way securities received a shock in the 
statement of earnings for April made 
publie by St. Paul. Gross, amounting 
to $11,707,000. showed a decrease of 
nc less than $2,404,000. What was 
worse there was an operating deficit 
cf $691,000 against a surplus for 
fixed charges and dividends for April 
of 1923 of $1,066,000. For the four 


months of the year up to the end of 
Ap@l net operating income was only 
&.? 775.000, a decrease from last year 
of $2,263,000, indicating that, allow- 
ing for seasonal variations based on 
the returns for the remaining eight 
months of 1923, the full “returns for 
1924 would amount to only enough to 
nay 80 per cent of fixed charges 
against the small surplus for dividends

Some of this week’s installments of 
| April railway earnings showed slight 
igains in gross; some gains in net. 
| Nevertheless, taking the statements as 
‘a whole the trend of gross was plainty

itself, the St. Paul statement was a 
shock and people here in Wall street 
lwere asking if there were to be any 
more like it. 

St. Paul officials explained that the 
(falling off in gross for April was due 
‘to a shrinkage in coal, lumber and 
miscellaneous traffic; that the man- 
agement in its efforts to reduce oper- 
ating expenses was unable to cope 
with the large falling off in gross and 
hence the failure to earn even bare 
ioperating expenses; that the outloox 
lfor the coming months was not very 
bright. May freight car loadiings so 
far showing a continuation of poor 
cross earnings. 

Situation Bad. 
' Regarding the railway situation as 
'a whole, the viewpoint of St. Paul of- 
' f:cials, quoted above, is not encour- 
aging. However, the railway situation 
as a whole cannot be judged from ihe 
viewpoint of St. Paul. | 

St. Paul has never recovered from 
the strain of building to the Pacific 
coast. All of the way across the 
ecntinent it has much “green” mile- 
age, that is, expensively built track 
6». which permanent traffic has not as 
yet been built up. Moreover, its ex- 
periment in the electrification of 
track over the mountains has proved 
conclusively that when business 1s 
brisk operating expenses can be held 
dewn to a low basis but that when 
business begins to fall off, the operat- 
ing ratio is higher than it would be 
without the electrification which calls 
for a comparatively high “overhead.” 

In brief, St. Paul’s operating ratio 
for April and the four months of the 
year compared with that of other 
railroads tells the whole story. 

Taking the railroads as a whole, for 
the first four months of 1922 ending 
with April, the operating ratio was 
77. For St. Paul alone it was 8&3. 
For April of this year St. Paul’s 
operating ratio jumped to 96.4. The 
operating ratio of the railroads as a 
whole for April will not be available 
for some weeks hence, but for the 
three months of 1924 ending wer 
March it was 77. 

This operating ratio figure of the 
railroads as a whole tells better than 
any other one unit what happened to 
the carriers during and after govern- 
ment war-time control. 

For 1916, the last full year of pri- 
vate management before the war, 


the railroads were able to report an 
operating ratio of 65.5 per cent of 
gross, making net operating income 
$1,080,556,000, whfich was a high rec- 
ord for all time. For 1918 the 
operating ratio was 81.5 with net 
operating income down to %693,111,-

was 85.2 with net operating income 
$516,290,000. For 1920 the operat- 
ing ratio was 93.6 and net operatiny 
income was $58,151,000. 

Expenses Go Up. 

But, since 1920, with the return to 
private management and with the new 
transportation_act, which for the first 
time in the history of our railroaas 
lays down a working principle for 
making fair and just freight rates, 
the trend of the operating ratio has 
been downward and consequently net 
operating income has been increas- 
ing. For 1921 the operating ratio 
was 82.6 and net: operating income 
was $615,945,000. For 1922 the fig- 
ures respectively were 79.3 and $776,- 
880,000. For 1923 they were 77./ 
and $977,657 .000. 

Most of this ‘year, however, the 
trend of gross has been downward. 
But so has that of the operating 
ratio. Consequently, despite the loss 
in gross, net to the end of Marck 
shows a gain over 1923. For Jan- 
uary the operating ratio of the rail- 
roads as a whole was 821 per cent, 
the winter months usually running 
high. For JFfebruary the figures 
were 78.2. For March, 77. For the 
three months the decrease in gross 
was 2.2 per cent with net onerating 
income actually larger by 9.8 per 
cent. 

Some roads for special rensons may, 
like St. Paul, show unfavorable net 
earnings for this» year. Most o: 
them, however, are likely t» report 
slightly smaller gross with vractically 
no change in net compared with 1923, 
which was far and away the hest year 
since the war. The feeling here ix 
that the summer and autumn months 
will show a satisfactory movement of 
freight which, with operating cx- 
penses well in hand, will erable most 
railroads to make up the toss in net 
now being reported. This _ feeling 
explains why railway shares were 
strong this week in the fact of the 
poor April earnings statements.

While all crops in the state of 
Georgia have been backward this 
spring because of the unfavorable 
growing weather, the prospects at this 
time are for a splendid agricultural 
production for the year, provided 
weather conditions for the remainder 
of the year are favorable. 

This opinion was expressed Satur- 
day by J. J. Brown, commissioner of 
agriculture. Mr. Brown, while admit- 
ting that there were, of course, ex- 
ceptions to the general rule to be 
found in somé spots—there always 
are—said he was convinced, given 
weather conditions from 
now on, that the year would prove 
one of the most successful years in 
agriculture for the past decade. 

The weather ‘during the spring has 
been unique in one respect, in regard 
to the cotton planter, said Mr. Brown. 
It has created conditions more favor- 
able for successful warfare on the 
boll weevil than have ever existed 
before since that pest firgt entered the 
state. 

Early in th year, a series of ex- 
ceptionally cold waves swept over the 
state, killing out many of the wee- 
vils before they came out of hiberna- 
tion. Folowing this was the long pe- 
riod of comparatively cool weather 
after the weevils came out of hiber- 
nation. This resulted in holding back 
the cotton, with the result that the 
weevils have found it hard to find 
food. This condition, of course, would 
not exist unless the backward con- 
dition of the crop was uniform. This 
year, however, the crop is late every- 
where, with the result that there have 


been no squares formed for the wee-/ 


vils to feed on and they have died in 
many millions. 

Now, said Mr. Brown, with the 
numbers of weevils already drastically 


ally on the growing cottor, there is a 


good chance to come closer to exter- 


minating the weevil than ever before. 
It is an unique opportunity, and

New York, May 31.—The stock 


— 
market spent most of the week in 
getting ready for the double holiday. 
There was some selling by people who 
had bought at lower prices, a little 
professional short selling also com- 
ing in on the theory that the pre- 
vious rally had gone far enough for 
the time being, and a few shorts cov- 
ered in fear that some favorable news 
might develop. ‘The public did hard- 
ly anything in the market and people 
on the floor of the exchange are said 
to have originated most of what lit- 
tle trading there was during the week. 
Excepting for the fact that the wmar- 
ket previously demonstrated that the 
weak trend had been definitely check- 
ed, there has been very little change 
in the trading for a full month. On 
April 20 to 22 the averages of lead- 
ing stocks made new lows for the 
year and from then until May 20 
there was little force in the moderate 
rally that ensued. On the latter date 
there was a renewal of severe weak- 
ness as a result of the successful pas- 
sage of the soldier bonus, but the 
averages did not get quite as low as 
in April. They got low enough, how- 
ever, to establish what is known as 
a “double bottom.” 

In all major market movements it 
is an almost invariable rule that the 
terminating point is seen twice. Thus 
after a long advance there is a don- 
ble high, when the averages get to 
a top figure, then react, then: go to 
the same level again or approximately 
to it. In a decliniftg market there is 
a new low level established, and then 
it is approximately duplicated after 
a rally. Of course, if this is a major 
bear market and not a minor one, 
the averages * ould get to the lows of 
last October or even under them, but 
it looks more as if the decline that 
started in February was a minor bear 
movement and that it was completed 
when it established its double figure. 
Taking The New York Times’ aver- 
ages for 50 stocks as a guide, it will 
be noted that the low averages this 
year were still about five points above 
the low averages last October. This 
theory of averages is based on the 
idea that at a certain level important 
activities take place, and in a bear 
market this would be the level at 
which real support is met. 

To all appearances there was the 
best kind of buying at around the 
lows of about April 20 and particu- 
larly so on the latter date when it 
looked as if some big people had start- 
ed to accumulate stocks on an im- 
portant scale. ‘There are several des 
velopments in the near future that 
may determine the next trend of the 
market, as for example the outcome 
of several bills before congress in its 
final week, and also in regard to the 
adjournmnt of that body. 

Look for Advance. 


It is frankly said in Wall street 
that business will improve and stocks 
advance when congress has completed 
its work in this session. It is the 
apparent opinion of nearly all lead- 
ing business men and financiers that 
congress has seriously injured busi- 
ness in the past five or six months, 
and in the stock market, and in even 
the highest grade investment circles 
there is open hostility to congress as 
a whole and to many individual mem- 
bers of both houses. While to the 
politician Wall street is thought of 
as being just one phase of New York, 
it is reported by bankers and se- 
curity house men here that their fel- 
low financial ,interests from every 
section of the country are of much 
the same thought. 

The railroad shares were about the 
only ones tigt have had even a fair 
public following in the stock market 
for several weeks, outside of a few 
specialties in the industrial list. A 
number of bills in congress aimed at 
the railroads have not been taken up 
yet and probably will not be in the 
remaining days of that body and it 
is. believed that after the elections 
are out of the way there will not be 
the same radical trend in legislation 
and that the railroads are therefore 
going to be let alone. The oil in- 
dustry, however, is* preparing for 
some further political attacks in the 
next few months. It is believed that 
these will be of small consequence, 
however, even though many things 
against several oil companies were 
brought out in the investigations that 
have been taking place for the past 
six months. 

The stock market is receiving some 
encouragement from the business 
news, as it looks as if the bottom 
has been reached and a turn for the 
better taken place in several indus- 
{ It would not take much of an 
improvement in general sentiment in 
several trades to be followed by a 
revival in buying on a fair seale. 
Goods of all kinds are being taken 
from surplus and in several indus- 
tries the surplus is nearly depleted. 


Money Is Easier. 


Afier starting out firmer owing to 
the increased demand for funds to 


was a marked easing in money during 
the past week. This resulted from 
the almost entire lack of demand in 
the securities markets. Brokers’ loans 
have been greatly reduced in the last 
six or eight weeks, and at the pres- 
ent time there is relatively less mon- 
ey being lent on securities that are 
carried for margin than at any time 
since the summer of 1921. As far 
as credit and loaning conditions are 
concerned, there could be a big bull 
movement in stocks if there was the 
right sentiment in business and among 
traders. Many brokers are lending 
money in the street and in some 
cases idle brokerage money is being 
put into short term securities along 
with other huge sums that are being 
so invested temporarily because of 
lack of demand jin the business world. 
Not only is money so plentiful at low 
rates but there is said to be a small- 
er sum tied up in speculative holdings 
of commodities than in many years. 

Bonds were very active and strong 
at the beginning of the week but the 
market seems to have “lost its edge,” 
temporarily at least. In many jin- 
stances, bond brokers found that of- 
ferings were being withdrawn from 
the market when buyers. appeared 
and in order not to create too much 
of a scarcity of available bonds, many 
buyers thereupon withdrew their bids 
or refused to follow up the market 
into higher levels. High grade bonds 
are scarce and in many cases hard- 
ly any are offered where two or three 
weeks ago lots of fifty to one hun- 
dred bonds were readily available at 
prices several points under the pres- 
ent market.

Little Unemployment. 

There is little unemployment re- 
ported.. In several lines, a number of 
units have closed down and some, 
while industries are operating on & 
part-time schedule, yer those who are 
out of work in one place seem to have 
generally found something to do in 
another. In view of the very sudden 
and sharp recession in business, it is 
remarkable how little disturbed the’ 
fundamentals have been, particularly 
how little unemployment there is. 
Gasoline sales’ have shown an enor- 
mous increase even though there are 
large sections of the country where 
the weather has continued cold and 
rainy. The current consumption of . 
gasoline is reported to be much in 
excess of current supplies and to be 
causing a large drain on the stored 
surplus. It is also understood that 
a considerable amount of stored crude 
oil is being taken out. The oil in- 
dustry is looking forward to a fur- 
ther increase in the sales of ernde oil 
and refined oil and expects to have 
a very prosperous season through the 
summer. Oil stocks have been under 
scattered selling prsssure, but there 
are indications that. the burying of- 
them has been for important oil mar- 
ket interests. 
Copper metal continues to be a 
paradox.. The current supply of new 
copper for months has failen some- 
what under consumption and the sur- 
plus has been’ slowly but steadily 
reduced to unusually Jow levels.

Giving it as his opinion that the 
building wave now sweeping the 
southland will continue for some time 
and that prosperity will follow in all 
other lines of industry and commerce, 


G. li. Miller, head of G. L. Miller 
& €o., gave out an interesting and 
instructive statement to the Manu- 
facturers’ Record, leading industrial!

confusion in the minds of laymen about a 
mibject the ramifications — of Which per- 
meate our entire twentieth century 
tion. 

“Keonomists, etatisticians bankers 
thers have been consistently wrong in 
their prophecies concerning the building in- 
dustry.

New York,. May 31. —The east is in 
for a series of track and field events 
in the next fortnight which, so far as 
public, interest in America goes, out- 
strip . éven the Olympic games in im- 
portance. Without intending to be- 
little the Olympics, it must be reeurd- 
e| that the American trials for places 
on the Olympic games are interesting 
sport enthusiasts here more than the 
games themselves, 

Beginning next Saturday, June 7, 
with the big track and field tryout at 
Yankee stadium, New York,. there will 
be something of importance doing 
nearly every day for a week. ‘The 
Yankee stadium trials on the seventh 
will be followed on Sunday, June &, 
by the steeplechase, hammer, discus 
and javelin trials at Travers island. 
On June 10 the cross country and 
pentathlon trials will be held at 
South field and on June 11 the decath- 
lon trials will be held at the same 
place. Then comes the grand climax 
of the final trials at Soldiers’ field on 
Friday and Saturday, June 13 and 14. 

There are two reasons why these 
meets are surpassing even the Olym- 
pics in public interest. One is that 
the tryouts promise to develop compe- 
tition as keen, if not keener, among 
the American aspirants for places on 
the team than will be seen at Paris 
in the Olympie games. The other is 
that the Américan public is far better 
acquainted with the exploits and the 
rivalries of America’s athletes than 
with those of any of the foreigners, 
With one or two possible exceptions, 
and consequently will follow their ef- 
forts to outdo each other with great 
interest. 

Sprint With Thrills. 

- A sprint in which suck men as 
Paddock, Murchison, Hussey, Bowman 
and Clark are entered cannot fail to 
be a thriller. ‘The same thing is true 
of Joie Ray and his competitors in the 
middle distances; of Landon, Brown 
and Osborn’ in the high jump; of 
Hubbard, Comins and the like in the 
broad jump; of men like Brockins in 
the hurdles and Hartranfft in the 
shot put. And this list does not name 
half the men who already are familiar 
figures in America. Under the eir- 
cumstances it looks as if the Olympics | 
would prove pretty much of an anti-~_ 
climax. 

Just in the last fortnight three men, 
Murchison, Hussey and “Dowling, have 
broken the 10-second mark for the 
hundred, and Murchison did 211-5 in 
the 220: “Soapy” Waters, of Har- 
vard, did 1 minute 551-5 seconds for 
the half-mile: Cavanaugh, Boston col- 
lege, did 4 minutes 17 4-5 for the mile: 
Moore, of Columbia, did 9 minutes 37 
seconds for the 2-mile. 

Barkes, of the Army, went over the 
high hurdles in 15 seconds. Brookins, 
of Iowa, did 23 seconds in the low 
hurdles. Rose, of Penn, and Comins, 
of Yale, are both getting over 24 feet 
in competition in the broad jump. 
Dean Brownell, Illinois, has done 13 
feet 2 inches“in the pole vault.

The 100-meter sprint is some nine 
yards longer than our 100-yard dash. 
The 200-meter is two yards short of 
our 220-yard dash. The 400-meter is 
almost exactly the American quarter- 
mile, or 440, being three yards under 
it. The 800-meter is six yards less 
than the American half-mile. The 
1,500-meter is 120 yards short of our 
American mile. The 5,000-meter is 3 
miles and 189 yards. The 10,000-me- 
ter is 6 miles and 679 yards, -The 
| Marathon is our regular measurément 
(of 26 miles, 585 yards. ‘Vhe 110-me- 
hurdle practically our regular 
The 400-meter hurdle is 
4 vards short of our 440 and has 3- 
foot hurdles, where as ours in the 440 
hurdles are only 2 feet 6 inches. 

The decathlon contest includes the 
following events: 100-meter dash, 400- 
meter run, 110-meter hurdles, broad 
jump, shot put, high jump, discus, 
pole vault and javelin. These events 
contested on the same day. 
There is in addition a 1,500-meter run 
the second day. 

The pentathlon is contested all on 
one day and consists of the 200-meter

It is a popular theory that doctors 
bury their mistakes quietly, Quack 
dottors do. Good doctors don’t bury 
vem. They put '’em in cold storage 
and dissect ’em at leisure. Another 
popular idea is that about 25. per 
cent of all diagnoses are mistakes. A 
good doctor in gpoeton confessed some 
such rate of efror a few years ago 
and people pay the general profession 
the compliment of accepting this as 
the general rate of error. I have al- 
ways admitted that I am a fairly 
good doctor and I should consider a 
mark of 75 per cent accuracy in gen- 
eral diagnosis a very soft impeach- 
ment indeed. But, at that, we doc- 
tors do pretty well. Take our friends, 
the lawyers—they have to confess a 
00 per cent rate of error to begin 
with, since one side is always wrong, 
but the great adventure a lawyer has 
is that the state hangs or incarcerates 
his mistakes, relieving him of the re- 
sponsibility. of disposing of such a 
large output. 

By the. careful dissection of his own 
mistakes and the mistakes of his col- 
leagues a doctor acquires more skill 
and wisdom. Thus if I treat a pa- 


tient for pneumonia and he succumbs 
despite my best efforts and it appears 
that he had appendicitis—or vice 
versa—the dissection of that mistake, 
provided I have the opportunity to 
dissect it, teaches me something; it 
teaches me to examine patients a lit- 
tle more carefully in future, with 
their shirts off and my sleeves rolled 
up, and further it teaches me not to 
place so much confidence in the pa- 
tient’s complaint, for patients are 
strangely deceptive and will complain 
of @ pain in the appendix when the 
trouble is pneumonia, or a pain in the 
chest when. the trouble is appendi- 
citis. Doctors, who never. make 
mistakes—well, when they treat a pa- 
tient for pneumonia he dies of pneu- 
monia, and that is all there is of it. 
unless the coroner should investigate 
and learn that it was diphtheria.

Georgian Sees 
Cotton Growing 
In Valley Brazil 


Vast fields of long-staple cotton, 
untouched by boll weevil and thriv- 
ing under splendid climatic condi- 
tions, is described as a “revelation” 
by a former Atlantan, H. G. Jacobs, 
who is now sojourning in a north- 
eastern section of Brazil, 

Mr. Jacobs has written an interest- 
ing account of his visits to sections 
in Brazil where cotton is grown in 
abundance, and tells of the keen in- 
terest of natives in cotton produc- 
tion. 

His letter follows: : 

“Editor Constitution: I think you 
will agree with me in saying that it 
is quite a surprise, even for an 
adopted Georgian, to ‘travel some 
8,900: miles from home and crossing 
the equator, to land in a northeastern 
Brazilian state, and find long-staple 
cotton growing in abundance; in fact, 
it is the principal industry as well as 
export of the country in which I am 
located, i. e., the state of Ceara, 
United States of Brazil. ° 

“Our work here, being done for 
the government, comes directly under 
the auspices of the president, His 
Excellency Ildefonso Albano, who ‘is 
a very keen student of cotton and has 
been untiring in his efforts to pro- 
duce better cotton. 

“Senhor Albano has also publisaed 
a vamphiet relative to the ‘cotton sit- 


uation in Ceara. 
“An old chronicle says: 


Soil Very Rich. 

And, about 10 miles from the mouth of 
the Jaguaribe, on its right bank, there is 
a.town called Aracaty situated on the 
lower extremity of the rich and vast 
alluvial plains of the Jaguaribe valiey, 
that extends up country to a distance ef 
about 80 miles. s 

“Here on this vast alluvial plains, 
great quantities. of the best long- 
staple eetton can be grown, though 
grown at present by the most prim- 
itive methods, without cultivation at 
all save with a hoe; cotton that 
Lrings the best of prices in the Euro- 
pean markets and ¢tands bvt third 
for fineness and length of the stapie. 

“It is here that cotton is truly 
grown in the primitive, as the seeds 
are planted in a hole dug in the 
ground with a hoe, these holes spaced 
about two paces apart and planted; 
together with the cotton, beans and 
corn in alternate rows. The care of 
the plants is simple, the weeds chep- 
ped down or pulled out and the cotton 
hoed; .no_ plows or cultivators are

Lee, telling of the possibilities ot 
the Indians in the Cherokee reserva- 
tion near Bryson City, N. C., where 
she and Mr. Lee are doing missionary 
work, ) 


While a guest of Mrs. Lewis wheu 
in Atlanta attending tine S. B. C., she 
asked us to write an account of our 
work for the Federated page. 

Mr. Lee was appointed by the Bap- 
tist Home Mission board of ztlanta, 
Ga., in 1917. 

it was a beautiful October after- 

reon when we were driven out from 
Lryson City a distance of ten miles. 
in the reservation were high towering 
mountains with trees covered with 
bright foliage ang the sparkling waters 
of the Oconee lLufty—a beautiful, 
beautiful country. 
* The Cherokee Indians’ fair was on 
and would do eredit to any people. 
This fair is eonducted by the superin- 
tendent of the reservation, J. E. Hen- 
derson, and his helpers. 

I counted in one- exhibit eighteen 
different kinds of beans raised by an 
Indian and his wife, away up at the 
feot of the Great Smokies. This man 
is now John Owl, is one of the mein- 
bers gs our Cherokee church, and lives 
miles away. He is a deacon, Sunday 
school superintendent seldom 
Inisses a- service. 

One of the natural gifts of the In- 
diun is the voice. They’ sing 
sweetly. the old ones in  Chero- 
kee, while the. young people use 
Kinglish, They are not only mu- 
sical, but are natural artists. Their 
beads, baskets and pottery are beau- 
tiful, and also their needlework. They 
do not use patterns as we do, for it 
seems to be just a gift. You rarely 
ever find any two articles made the 
same. 

They make splendid nurses and good 
cooks. Our girls are pretty, some 
© them beautifui, and our boys are 
sturdy and very fond of athletics. 
They are a kind. gentle and s6ympa- 
thetic race of people. We have .trav- 
eled thousands of miles among them, 
visiting in the homes, tne church and 
school, the Iutter maintained by the 
rovernment. They always contribute 
to our comfort with the very best they 
have. Naturally religious. they are 
very strict in church discipline. 

Mur field covers portions of four 
counties, about 65,000 acres of land. 
There are 2,500 Indians in the Cher- 
okea reservation of North Carolina, 
most of them being Baptists. When 
they are received in the church they 
usk to be haptized at once, I have 
witnessed this beautiful ordinance at 
10 o'clock at night in the river, Mr. 
Lee officiating, We love our work 
and these Cherokee friends.

council and of its executive commit- 
tee: member of the national council 
of women for home mission and of its 
executive committee; member of na- 
tional committee for law enforcement 
(an effort to “save America” in its 
prohibition law); a member of the 
national committee on the Christian 
army of life; member of the national 
and international federation of wom- 
en’s foreign mission boards; member 
general world-wide federation of for- 
eign mission boards, and director of 
women’s work of the general commis- 
'sion on interracial cooperation. 

For a number of years Mrs. John- 
son served the north Georgia confer- 
ence as recording secretary and corre- 
sponding secretary in its old home 
mission conference society. .As such 
she traveled through all its districts, 
aiding in the establishment of its work 
in the early days.

INTERESTING JUNE 
DATES, 


June 5, 1781 Augusta, Georgia 
was surrendered to the Americans. 

June 10, 1610 the first Dutch 
emigrants to America landed at 
Manhattan, now New York City. 

June 11, 1776, Congress ap- 
pointed Thomas Jefferson, Ben- 
jamin Franklin, John Adams and 
Roberst Livingston a coinmittee 
to prepare the Declaration ol 
Independence. 

June 14, 1777, the United States 
adopted the Stars and Stripes as 
the national] flag. 

June 15, 1775, George Wash- 
ington was appointed commander- 
in-chief of the Continental Army. 

June 17, 1775, the Battle of 
Bunker Hill. When general 
Washington heard bow the Ameri- 
eans fought at Bunker Hill, he 
said, “The liberties of the country 
are safe!” 

June 20, 1819, the first steam- 
ship to cross the Atlantic ocean, 
the Savannah, which sailed from 
Savannah, Ga., arrived in Liver- 
pool.

It was on June 14, 177% that cou: 
gress adopted the “Union flag” with 
its thirteen stripes that revresented 
the thirteen colonies, but displayed 
the “Cross of St. George” which tn- 
timated an existing relation to the 
mother country and substituted for 
it thirteen stars, as our nationa: 
flag. One star has since heen added 
for each additional state. Every star 
in the flag represents a particular 
state, Georgia’s star is fourth from 
the staff in the top row, the three 
preceeding ones heing Delaware, 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey. 

It is said Mrs. Elizabeth (Betsy) 
Ross of Philadelphia, made the first 
flag, so not «nly does Philadelphia 
elaim this honor but also tle honor 
of flinging to the breeze the first 
star spangled banner. For six years 
it is said “Betsy” Ross furnished the 
government witi nll its national flags. 

September 11, 1777 at Brandywine 
Creek it is claimea the first flag made 
hy Mrs. Ross was first used in battle. 
Captain John Paul Jones first dis- 
played our flag at sea and he was 
the first to carry it to a foreign port. 

During Burgoyne’s campaign i 
1777 a flag was hoisted at Fort 
Stanwix (near Rome) New York. 
Crnde and rude it was, made of a 
soldier's white shirt an_ old blue 
army over coat and a red flannel pet- 
ticoat, but glorious, for that was one

of the first times the stars and 
stripes were uufurled. 

It was in the battle on Sullivan’s 
Island that the fieg-staff was broken 
by a cannon ball, and sergeant Jas- 
per achieved fame by leaping over the 
parapet and in the face of the furious 
fire of the enemy, fixed the flag back 
in its place, 

In Catamount Hill, Colrain, Mass., 
the first flag ever raised over a 
school was over a log school building 
in May, 1812. 
in an outburst of patriotism and loy- 
alty to our country, when the second 
war with Great Britain was threat- 
ened,

It will be remembered by the dele- 
gates that at the Savannah conference 
Mrs, Cook, president-general. urged

flag and would have it ‘I pledge allegi- 
ance:to the flag of the United States,” 
so no foreigner may be pledging al- 
legiance to his native flag which he 
may have concealed upon his person, 
or making the pledge with a mental 
reservation to the flag of his native 
home.

Virtually all the college and uni- 
versity presidents of America favor 
prehibition, speak and work quietly 
for its observance and place before 
their students the value of the eight- 
eenth amendment—the very unanim- 
ity of their attitude minimizes, or 
rather obliterates, their opinions as 
“news.” - 

When Dr. Nicholas Murray But- 
ler, president of Columbia university, 
attacked the eighteenth amendment, 
deciared it to be unenforcable and 
prophesied its repeal in a few years, 
he at once became “news,” and the 
largest. headline type“in the printing 
offices of city dailies were requisition- 
ed to tell the world his views. 

Ten thousand couples marry and 
“live happy ever after,’”’ but the press 
does not mention the fact that they 
stayed married. Just let a wife or 
husband lapse from the path of vir- 
tue and get into the divorce court 
and the affair makes a front page 
story. 

“An army of public officials may 
for years faithfully and courageously 
do their duty and at great sacrifice 
efficiently serve the pegple and the 
big city newspapers will not for a 
minute think of them as “copy,” but

It is hoped that Dr. M. Ashby

s1 1 LAST the ruins of Sodom 


and Gomorrah, those wicked 
cities which the Bible tells 
us God destroyed with a 
, storm of “fire and brim- 
stone,” are believed to have been 
located. The fact that all previous 
search has revealed no trace of these 
long-sought ruims led some Biblical 
scholars io think that the cities never 
existed and thit the story of their de- 
struction and of the turning of Lot’s 
wife into a pillar of salt were only 
legends which in some way became 
mixed with the facts of Old Testa- 
ment history. 

But from the Holy Land, where an 
expedition sent oul by Xenia Theo- 
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logical seminary, in St. Louis, is ex- 
ploring, there comes news of the find- 
ing of what Dr. Melvin C. Kyle, the 
leader of hte expedition, thinks the 
most positive proof that the remains 
of these twin “Cities of the Plain” lie 
buried far beneath the waters of the 
Dead Sea. 


He believes it will be impossible to 
recover anything from the ruins, not 
even with the aid of the most power- 
ful dredges. The rushing waters of 

iany small rivers that-for centuries 
have been pouring sand and other al- 
fluvial deposits into the Dead Sea 
have, he thinks, buried them too deep 
for us to uncover, 

Other archaelogisis, however, will 
probably not be inclined to accept this 
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Mystery of the Cities on 
Which the Bible Says the 
Lord Rained “ Brim- 


stone and Fire’’ at Last

opinion as final until divers equipped 
with the most approved apparatus 
have gone down at the spot Dr. Kyle 
has pointed out and made a careful 
study of the conditions. 
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Certainly no pains or expense will 
be spared to bring to light at least a 
few relics of ancient Sodom and Go- 
morrah, for there are few things in 
Old Testament history which have 
fascinated or puzzled the world more 
than these two cities—the life that 


was lived there and the doom they. 


met. 

Although Dr. Kyle has been unable 
to lay his hand on any actual rem- 
nant of Sodom and Gomorrah, he 
has found on the shores near where 
he thinks they lie buried the most con- 
Clusive evidence of the existence of 
the Canaanites, the mysterious non- 
Jewish people, who, according to the 
Old Testament, built them. 


This consists of pottery found in 
graves recently opened by Arabs 
searching for treasure. Dr. Kyle de- 
Clares that it represents the work of 


a “pre-Moabite civilization,’’ pointing 
out that “Lot was the father of 
Moab.”’ 

“This is a necessary first link in the 
evidence we desire,’’ writes Dr. Kyle, 


for the Bible represents just such a 
Civilization as being here in the days 
of Sodom and Gomorrah. Moreover, 
there follows just here one of those 
expressive silences in Bible history. 

“The destruction of the Citles of 
the Plain put out that civilization as 
suddenly and completely as one snuffs 
out a candle. Never again is any 
mention made or hint given or im- 
plied of a civilization in this plain 
after the Lord destroyed Sodom and 
Gomorrah. 

‘This is exactly what our researches 
have revealed. Thus, what seemed 
only negative evidence becomes a 
positive evidence on the subject. The 
next civilization that appears is By- 
zantine, which comes more than 2,000 
years later.” 

In what was evidently an ancient 
cemetery of considerable size Dr.

Kyle found not only quantities of pot- 
various. interesting orna- 
menis, and also many human bones. 
lt is the pottery which supplies the 


mast conclusive evidence that the con- 


tenis of these graves once belonged 


to the same people who inhabited 


Sedom and Gomorrah. 


HE designs and shapes of these 
clay utensils indicate plainly that 
they date at least as far back as the 
peried covered by the lifetime of 
Abraham. And the quality of their 
workmanship represents precisely the 
degree of culture which archaelogists 
have long attributed to the Sodomites. 
There was also much to be learned 
from the jumbled position of the hu- 
man bones and the deep layers of 
lava and bitumen which covered

And He overthrew ihose cities, and all 
the plain, and all the inhabitants of 
the cities, and that which grew upon 
the ground. 

“But Lot’s wife looked back from 
behind him, and she became a piffar 
of salt. 

“And Abraham got up early in the 
morning to the place where he had 
stood before Jehovah. And he looked 
toward Sodom and Gomorrah, and 
behold, and lo, the smoke of the land 
went up as the smoke of a furnace. 
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“And it came to pass, when God 
destroyed the cities of the plain, that 
God remembered Abraham, and sent 
Lot out of the midst of the overthrow, 
when he overthrew the cities in which 
Lot dwelt.” 

Scientists have long known that 
the geological conditions which pre- 
vailed in the Dead Sea region in Old 
Testament days were of just the sort 
to bring about such a destruction as 
Abraham is said to have beheld. To 
this day the region contains quanti- 
ties of the 


bituminous limestone 


which produces pools of . oil and 
pockets of gas. At the time when the 
unspeakable vices and crimes of the 


people of Sodom and Gomorrah were 


at their height the plain surrounding | 


the Dead Sea undoubtedly was one 
vast reservoir of these combustible 
products of nature’s wonderful chemi- 
cal laboratory. 


Over this veritable powder maga- 


zine the unsuspecting Canaanites built’ 


their splendid cities. When an earth- 
awake shook the treacherous founda- 
tion on which they lived it broke the 
thin crust of earth and opened up a 
fissure deep down toward the internal 
fires. 

At once the mmmense quantities of 
oi and gas, pent up under tremend- 
cus pressure, exploded with earth- 
shaking force and a deafening roar 
that must have been audible for hun- 


dreds of mile’. What remained of 


the cities after the explosion was 
quickly destroyed by the ttdal wave 
of flame which swept them and the 


whole plain on which they stood.

The Poke With Straw Braid Crown 


You can almost make the straw braid poke by following the picture 

without further directions. The crown; you see, is made by sewing rows 
of braid together over an old crown of the proper shape, then taking out 
the crown and leaving a flexible braid covering. This is exactly the 
process milliners use when they make the soft crown hats you find in 
the shops. 
This hat is likely to cost a bit more than cther hats you have learned 
to make in these lessons, for the braid is usua.'y about ten cents a yard 
and you will need ten yards. Perhaps you can get yours more cheaply.
